with his local board, with a complete 
history that will enable the board to 
determine what class of service he is 
best fitted for. 


The men subject to draft will be 


put into five separate classes, running 
from those who have no dependents 
or otherwise incapacitated for active 
service. Men physically f.t and with 
no dependents, who will be in Class 
I, are to be called out first, until the 
entire class is exhausted. After that, 
Class 2 comprising men with a small 
family dependent upon them or men 
partly skilled will come. Class 3 »>« 
take in highly skilled men, or tnose 
with aged parents dependent upon 
them, while Class 4 will include those 
with large families. Class 5 will em- 
brace what will be known as the "dis-

Short of stature, with a bristling mus- 


tache, Koruiloff, who is a general of 
the Siberian cossacks, first became 
known during the Russian retreat in 
the Carpathians In 1915. Against des- 
perate odds be held out with his divi- 
sion till he himself was taken prisonei 
by the Teutons. For several months 
-he was interned in Austria and bad a 
very hard time there 


In 1916 he decided to escape Dis- 


guised as a peasant, risking bis life oi> 
many occasions, he walked hundreds 
of miles across tbe Carpathians into 
Roumania. When he finally arrived li. 
Russia be was greeted with unboundet. 
joy by the army. His feat also madv 
him very popular with the entire na 
tioa. TUis made It possible for him t<

Petrograd. 


In this capacity be was dispatched to 


Tsarskoe-Selo to arrest the czarina.

Its claim to distinction lies in the] 


fact tbat when it gets ready to die it 
digs a "bole for itself in the earth and 
completely buries Itself. Later a slen- 
der green shoot springs from the spot. 
This bears two or more leaves near Its 
top. 


Upon investigation It is found that 


the green shoot springs from the head 
of the dead caterpillar, and further In- 
vestigation develops the fact that the 
body of tbe caterpillar is. filled with 
root*. 


Tbe form Is retained without change, 


and the roots do not pierce through 
tbe skin or enter the ground. When 
dug up this dead yet living freak pre- 
sents a most odd appearance, for the 
head and even the eyes of tbe cater- 
pillar are distinctly seen, yet from tbe 
bead Is growing the green sprcut, with 
Its leares.

How to Get Them Clean After a Greasy

Tbe following is a practice long fa- 


miliar to railway engineers, -who have 
to mess around oil. and it should serve 
equally well for their present day coad- 
jutors of the motor car: 


Wash the hands in warm water, 


Dsing a soft, free lathering soap. Work 
n'p a good lather and_tuen dip the fin- 
gers into a small dish of lubricating 
oil. 
This will further emulsify with 


the lather already on the handq and 
quickly cut the grime and dirt, leaving 
the hands clean and soft. Do not use 
too much oil, and always soap the 
hands before applying the oil. 


After using this mixture be sure to 


let the washbowl drain and then rinse 
it quickly, as the oil. if left, separates 
from the soap and makes a ghastly 
mess on the sides. 


Another good way of cleaning the 


bands after a dirty job around the car 
is to wash them in turpentine, rubbing 
It well into the skin and then wiping 
off thoroughly on something that can 
be thrown away.

It 
is impossible to obtain two powders 
with the same burning time: bence the 
burning time has to be determined ou 
each lot of powder. This formerly re- 
quired one and one-half hours; now it 
takes five minutes. Likewise the time 
consumed in blending powders has been

BAILING OUT A CANOE. 


What to Do In Still or Rough Water 


Wh«n th« Craft U Swamptd. 


In reasonably still \vuturu one man 


or boy cuii l>ail out an upset cunoe. 
There «iv two tfooil methods—rocking 
it out and shoving it out. In the tlrst 
swim iiround to (lie stern of tlie canoe 
and fjft out the water inside, rocking 
from side to side so dial it flops out at 
each reverse. 
As soon as enough is 


out to jdve her a ^ood freeboard »u»t 
aboard o\ or lier stern and dash ont the 
rest with your hands. 


Shoving the water out also depends 


on tin' inoiiK'ntuin of a body of water. 
.Swim astern and. ^rasjiinj: the stern 
breast hook. j_i\e her a smart pull to- 
ward you. Tlie v'Jiler will slop out 
in a toilent over her bows. 
Then 


shove away from yon with all your 
strength, and the water will come rush 
ing a f t and s'op out over her stern. 
Keep thi.- up u n t i l about half emptied. 
says a w r i t e r i:i Buys" Life, then get 
aboard o\ '•;• her stern and dasli out 
the rest with your hand*. 


I do not believe that a shiide ma;; 


or boy ran bail out a swamped canoe 
in a heavy bl.nv. Stick to her. for she 
is your only hope, and pet overboaid 
all the heavy du'iie. 
If tl'r. water is 


not too cold iret our some twine or (is!) 
line and buoy mark—rillcs. axes. etc.. 
by lowering them to the bottom and 
tying a floating dulile bag at the sur- 
face anchored by the gun. This leaves 
the canoe free. 
Right her and get into 


her still awash. 


Watch your chance to'get water out 


and do so ;.t every opportunity. Sooner 
or later ahe will drift ashore and if you 
feel yourself getting uurnb rest your 
head on bow or stem breasthook and 
keep quiet. 
If the water is cold act 


quickly. Heave out all duffle, right tha 
canoe and get in and bail steadily. 
You roay beat put the waves aiid at 
least will keep exercising -while you 
drift to the shore. 


CHROMIUM STEEL. 


A Metal That Will Neither Rust Nor 


Become Tarnished. 


Cutlery made of steel that neither 


rusts uor tarnishes is now sold in all 
first class shops. "The new steel,"' says 
the Scientific American, "was discover- 
ed in England, but is now being made 
in the United States and sold as table 
cutlery. It is what is commonly called 
an alloy steel—that is, it differs from 
ordinary steel in that it contains a 
special element or metal. 


"In this case it is chromium, which is 


mainly responsible for bestowing the 
•stainless and rustless properties. 
By 


incorporating from 12 to 1>! per cent of 
this lactal in niilti carbon steel the new 
properties are obtained. 


"An English metallurgist iu gathering 


together some roils of steel which had 
lain a long tirae in his laboratory, 
noticed tKat while most of them were 
badly rusted or stained, a few were as 
bright as when originally made. 
This 


led to the discovery and manufacture 
of the steel. 


"The new steel is more expensive 


than the old, which usually appears in 
the every day table knife. Its advan- 
tages and lasting properties, as well as 
its appearance and the convenience 
arising from its use. more than offset 
the extra cost. The fact that it does 
not tarnish, stain or corrode "augments 
its value decidedly. It is supplanting 
not only the old steel cutlery, but also 
the plated. 
Its possibilities, however, 


are by no means limited to cutlery. 
One can readily imagine to what count- 
less uses a stainless and rustless metal 
can be put."' 


Too Much Meat as Bad as Too Little. 


"Too much meat is as bad for the 


bod\- as too little." we are told in th^ 
Woman's Home Companion. "During 
tho digestion of meats, fish and eggs, 
acids are fanned. In order to prevent 
the accumulation of too much of this 
acid in the system it is necessary to 
eat also fresh vegetables and fruits, 
which have projierties that neutralize 
the acids forme'! by the meat. This is 
one reason why meat and potatoes are 
usually served together. It is safer to 
have too little meat than to eat too 
little fruit and too few vegetables." 


Use Distilled Water For Battery. 
In the Woman's Home Companion. C. 


H. Claudy. the automobile expert, says: 


"There is only one kind of water to 


use in a storage battery: that is dis- 
tilled water. No other water of any 
character will will do. The animal and 
vegetable matter, as well as mineral, 
which is in nil other water is very in- 
jurious Ur a storage battery. Only dis- 
tilled water, which can be bought from 
druggists in bottles, should ever be 
used to replace water evaporated from 
a storage battery.'"

The relevant facts of this'case have 


been agreed upon by the parties and 
are contained in the petition and re- 
turn. They are as follows: 
The 


State Highway Commissioner acquir- 
ed the turnpike road, on behalf of 
the Commonwealth, from the Gettys- 
burg & Petersburg Turnpike Road 
Company. The road ran through the 
borough of Gettysburg and within its 
limits constituted the streets-.respect- 
ing the maintenanc of which this con- 
troversy has arisen. Portions of the 
road were designated as State High- 
ways in routes No. 42 and No. 43 in 
the" Act of May 31, 1911, P. L. 468. The 
streets are in unsafe condition and in 
need of repair. This proceeding has 
been brought by the Town Council 
of the borough against the State 
Highway Commissioner for the pur- 
po'-e of compelling him to repair and 
maintain them. 


Before the State Highway Com- 


missioner may be directed to perform 
this duty, it must clearly appear that 
it has been imposed upon him. Every 
duty 
touching 
the improvement, 


'maintenance and repair of highways 


that rests -upon him is to be found in 
the Act of May 31, 1911, which estab- 
lishes the State Highway Depart- 
ment. That Act defines his powers 
and duties. It also declares that cer- 
tain roads, turnpike roads and high- 
ways 
described 
therein 
shall 
be 


known, marked, built, rebuilt, con- 
structed, repaired and maintained at 
the sole expense of the Common- 
wealth, shall constitute a system of 
State Highways and shall be under 
the exclusive authority and jurisdic- 
tion of the State Highway Depart- 
ment. The present turnpike road ac- 
quired by the Commonwealth is in- 
cluded in part in the system and is 
particularly described in the Act as 
follows: "Route 42. From Gettys- 
burg to the Maryland State line— 
commencing in Gettysburg and run- 
ning by way of Littlestown to the 
Maryland

line." "Route 43. 


From Gettysburg to Chambersburg— 
commencing in Gettysburg, thence 
running by way of McKnightstown 
and Cashtown to a point on the di- 
viding 
line 
between Adams

Franklin counties, thence by way of
